Report says 
police force 
must improve

INSPECTORS have said that 
Bedfordshire Police needs to 
do more to improve the way it 
reduces, prevents and investi¬ 
gates crimes. 

The PEEL assessment, which 
has been introduced by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC), also 
expressed concern that over 
the last two years police officer 
numbers have been cut to such 
a low level that ‘the ability of 
the force to provide an effec¬ 
tive policing service to the 
public has been put at risk’. 

The report was published this 
week and is an assessment of 
police efficiency, effectiveness 
and legitimacy across all forces 
in England and Wales. 

It acknowledges that the 
force faces ‘complex policing 
challenges’ and that Chief 
Constable Colette Paul was 
taking steps to meet these 
issues by increasing officer 
numbers and reorganising the 
force. 

Both Ms Paul and the coun¬ 
ty’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins 
have expressed their disap¬ 


pointment at the report’s tone. 

HMIC said the force was 
doing a good job of tackling 
anti-social behaviour and was 
working well with neighbour¬ 
ing police forces. 

However, inspectors were 
concerned that a high number 
of reports of crime made to 
officers were not being record¬ 
ed and that too many decisions 
to cancel recorded crimes had 
been taken incorrectly. 

They also said that the force 
showed ‘very early signs’ of 
improvement in dealing with 
domestic abuse, but added that 
these improvements need to 
‘translate rapidly’ into an 
improved service for victims. 

In her response to the docu¬ 
ment, Ms Paul said she ‘disap¬ 
pointed’ that it did not ‘suffi¬ 
ciently’ acknowledge the 
force’s progress in the last year. 

She said: “The assessment is 
not unreasonable given that 
we are in the early stages of 
delivering against our 2014- 
2019 Five Year Plan. 

“That said, I am rather disap¬ 
pointed to see that the report 
does not acknowledge suffi¬ 
ciently the progress and 
improvements to-date during 
the past 12 months. 


“Bedfordshire Police is one 
year into a five year journey to 
achieve my vision of becoming 
‘a well-respected, high-per¬ 
forming, efficiently run police 
service working together with 
others to protect people and 
keep Bedfordshire safe’ and 
my leadership team and I are 
putting in place plans to sup¬ 
port the delivery of this vision. 

“It will take time to realise all 
of our ambitions, but we are 
committed to delivering this 
during the next five years and 
we are already making signifi¬ 
cant progress.” 

Mr Martins said the force had 
‘serious challenges’ because it 
lacked adequate resources but 
was recruiting officers. 

He said: “So far this year we 
have seen 107 new officers join 
us, something HMIC barely 
acknowledges. 

“I therefore despair of HMIC’s 
attitude towards Bedfordshire 
Police. They have a real 
‘damned if you do, damned if 
you don’t’ approach that is 
particularly unhelpful. 

“Their negative and injudi¬ 
cious use of language could 
impact on staff morale and 
public confidence, and become 
a self-fulfilling prophecy.”

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Jury told officer 
hit autistic man

AN AUTISTIC man was 
thrown against a wheelie bin 
and punched by a policeman 
who told his family he could 
have been a robber armed 
with a knife, a court heard. 

Faruk Ali, 33, of Whitby 
Road, Bury Park, was alleg¬ 
edly assaulted by a 
Bedfordshire Police officer 
on February 20 this year. 

PC Christopher Thomas, 33, 
of Welwyn Garden City, 
denies racially aggravated 
assault on Mr Ali and an 
alternative, lesser charge of 
common assault. 

He and PC Christopher 
Pitts, 39, of Bedford, deny 
misconduct in public office 
by chasing Mr Ali. 

They also deny committing 
acts likely to pervert the 
course of justice by making 
false and misleading state¬ 
ments to senior officers, both 
orally and in writing. 

At Aylesbury Crown Court, 
the jury was told that on the 
morning of the alleged attack 
PC Pitts had been driving 
when they entered into Bury 
Park and saw Mr Ali. 

In a recording from the 
police car, PC Thomas is 
heard to make a racist 
remark. The car is said to 
have turned round and 
chased Mr Ali, who has the 
mental age of a three or four- 
year-old. The officers were 
then heard laughing as Mr Ali 
started jogging.

Mr Ali’s neighbour is said to 
have seen PC Thomas leave 
the car and punch Mr Ali, 
knocking over some wheelie 
bins. The confrontation con¬ 
tinued inside the hallway of 
the family home with Mr Ali 
shouting: “Uma Uma”, which 
is Bengali for ‘mum’. 

During the incident PC Pitts 
left the car and also went to 
the house. When the family 
asked what they were doing 
they said Mr Ali may have 
been a burglar, or a robber 
armed with a knife. 

When they left, they were 
followed into the street by 
family members who asked 
for their numbers. 

PC Pitts was recorded as 
saying: “You have got to love 
it haven’t you?” 

When one said he was going 
to complain, PC Thomas is 
heard to say: “Make a com¬ 
plaint? Do what you want. 
What do you want a medal?” 



He was called a “racist fool.” 

As they drive off after the 
incident PC Pitts is heard to 
say: “Welcome to Bury Park.” 

PC Thomas said: “F***ing 
doesn’t interact with people. 
F***ing don’t let him out.” 

Prosecutor David Richards 
told the jury that when a 
complaint was made the two 
PCs misled their senior offic¬ 
ers. He also said in 2011 Mr 
Ali was detained by police 
after being mistakenly iden¬ 
tified as a stalker, which 
resulted in him soiling his 
pants in the police car.

Panel analyses ‘stop 
and search’ footage

MEMBERS of the public have 
been scrutinising paperwork 
and video footage associated 
with police ‘stop and search’ 
operations. 

They recently attended their 
first session at Luton Police 
Station where they met Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
Oily Martins and officers 
from Bedfordshire Police. 

Mr Martins said the panel 
was the force’s latest example 
of its ‘openness and transpar¬ 
ency’. 

Younger people - who are 
more likely to be stopped - 
are soon to be invited in an 
attempt to make the panel 
more representative. 

Earlier this year, body worn 
video cameras were rolled out 
for use by the force’s frontline 
officers across the county. 

At the time, campaigners 
such as the Justice 4 Leon 
group, set up after Leon 
Briggs died in police custody 
last year, called for officers to 
wear the cameras. 

Mr Martins said the panel, 
along with the Channel 4 
documentary ‘24 Hours In 
Police Custody’ and moves to 
allow residents to go on patrol 


with officers, showed 
Bedfordshire Police’s ‘com¬ 
mitment to letting the public 
see and understand the work 
that is done on their behalf’. 

The force is part of the 
Home Office’s ‘Best Use of 
Stop and Search Scheme’. 

Mr Martins said: “Indeed by 
promoting greater public 
understanding of the chal¬ 
lenges police officers face on 
a daily basis we will see rising 
levels of trust and confidence 
in policing, which can only be 


a good thing.” 

He added: “Similarly, I hope 
that the introduction of our 
Stop and Search Community 
Scrutiny Panel scheme also 
helps to increase public 
confidence in how our 
officers carry out their duties. 

“Modern technology is 
helping Bedfordshire Police 
transparently serve the 
public in a way that would 
have made the founder of 
British policing Sir Robert 
Peel proud.”

When left undisturbed the ‘silent killer’ is 
harmless, however the danger comes when 
toxic asbestos spores become airborne as 


the result of any disturbance to the 
materials. With many thinking the threat is 
a thing of the past, firms are putting the 
issue down the list of priorities when it 
comes to health and safety training, which 
is totally unjustifiable. 

We currently have a list of more than 170 
UKATA approved members who provide 
training on the safe identification, handling 
and disposal of asbestos to contractors 
across the country. 

If you’re a contractor who has not received 
the correct training in accordance with HSE 


legislation, I urge you to consider why? This 
is an important question that might not just 
save your life, but the lives of your loved 
ones as well.

A YOUNG woman has been 
bailed after being arrested 
for attacking children.

THREE Luton teenagers have 
been jailed for a total of more 
than 14 years after the armed 
robbery of a Nisa store in the 
town. 

Yusif Adam, 18, Yusuf 
Hassan, 18, and a 17-year-old 
boy burst into Nisa in 
Ravenhill Way, on June 20, 
wearing masks, brandishing 
a firearm and demanded

All three pleaded guilty to 
robbery and possessing a 
firearm and were jailed at 
Luton Crown Court on 
Wednesday November 19. 

Adam, of Loftus Close, 
Luton, was sentenced to 
five-and-a-half years. 

Hassan, of Stonesdale, 
Luton, was locked up for four 
years and eight months 


The 17-year-old, also from 
Luton, was sentenced to four 
years and nine months. 

Detective Constable Gill 
Cowley said: “This must have 
been a terrifying experience 
for the members of staff and 
we are pleased these three 
have now been brought to 
justice. 

“We will not tolerate such 
criminality and offenders 
face a lengthy spell behind 
bars.”

TWO science laboratories featuring 
the latest technology have been 
opened at a university by an award¬ 
winning science journalist. 

Lawrence McGinty, former ITV

equipment for molecular, 
biochemical and microbiological 
practical sessions. 

The labs cost £600,000 and can

Arrests made during 
burglary crackdown

ELEVEN people have been 
charged in the first weeks of 
an anti-burglary crackdown. 

Another 22 were also arrest¬ 
ed and three more recalled to 
prison as part of Bedfordshire 
Police’s Operation Alboirix. 

The charges brought include 
burglary, aggravated taking 
without consent, attempted 
burglary, bail offences, theft, 
and going equipped. 

Detectives said their suc¬ 
cess was a result of close 


monitoring of known and 
suspected burglars, and 
intelligence about the meth¬ 
ods used to commit crime. 

They also said any bail, pro¬ 
bation or release from prison 
conditions, including wear¬ 
ing electronic tags, is closely 
monitored and infringements 
followed up. This has led to 
several stolen cars and 
property being discovered. 

Chief Inspector Tania 
Coulson said: “We are using 
intelligence, number plate 
recognition and patrols to 
clamp down on burglary in 


the south of the county. 

“We know that burglaries 
increase from September 
during the autumn and win¬ 
ter months and we have been 
focussing on specific areas 
with crime prevention advice 
and activities and including 
our partnership working. 

“Our methods have already 
accounted for 36 individuals, 
some serious repeat offend¬ 
ers, being taken off the streets 
or bailed with strict condi¬ 
tions that should prevent 
them being out and about 
committing more crimes.”

It has them working their way up 
from the criminal underworld to 
becoming kingpins in the city, with 
plenty of fall-outs and drama. 

The updates employed are simple, 
but very effective. 

Most noticeable is the total 
overhaul of the visuals for PS4 and 
Xbox One. 

It looks fantastic on the new 
consoles, not that the version on last 
generation consoles was an eyesore 
by any means. 

However, the most significant 
change is the introduction of a first 
person view to the series for the first 
time. 


It gives a totally new perspective of 
the game and magnifies the 
enormity of it. 

Sure, it takes a while to get used to, 
but you can switch between that and 
third person and even mix and 
match when you want to use it 
depending on the scenario. 

As a fan when it first came out, 
shamefully neglecting university 
assignments to complete the story 
mode in three days, it is much more 
of the game this time round. 

A thrilling story, excellent game- 
play but with a few bells and whis¬ 
tles, as you’d expect with it being 
re-released on a new system. 

To anyone looking for a GTA fix 
who owns a next generation console, 
it’s a recommended pick up.

“BEST team in the league by a million miles” 
- that’s what the folks at Burton Albion told 
Mansfield caretaker boss Adam Murray about 
Luton. 

The Brewers had come to that conclusion 
despite ending Town’s 11-game unbeaten run 
in League Two last week, but Shaun Whalley 
ensured that the Stags’ stand-in - a former 
Hatter - found that out the hard way. 

The winger had sparkled on his return to the 
Luton first-team at the Pirelli Stadium seven 
days ago and he repeated the trick for the home 
faithful - this time with a brilliant four-minute 


second half brace. That accompanied an effu¬ 
sive attacking style where he’d slalomed the 
Stags’ full-backs into a state of dizziness that 
will see them wake up with headaches like 
they’d spent a night on the pop. 

You’d forgive them if they had as there are few 
methods available that will enable Lee Beevers 
and Kieron Freeman to forget Whalley and this 
trip to Bedfordshire in a hurry. 

“I’ve known him for a long time and I know 
what he’s capable of,” manager John Still said of 
Whalley, adding: “For whatever reason it didn’t 
work for him last year, but the last few months 
he’s really pushed on. 

“He’s been razor sharp in training, razor 
sharp in development games and he’s deserved 
his opportunity and I think he took it. 

“I think he excites people, so I was really 
pleased with that.” 

Paul Benson had bagged his first league goal 
- a scuffed, super slow-motion trickier - to get 
Luton up and running, but his afternoon was 


then memorable for all the wrong reasons as he 
departed the pitch before the half hour mark 
on a stretcher and with a heavily strapped 
ankle. 

There were three Luton changes with Fraser 
Franks, Andy Drury and top scorer Mark Cullen 
returning in place of the suspended Luke 
Wilkinson, Jake Howells and Luke Guttridge, 
who has re-injured his problem foot and missed 
out. The fact that Town only took a slender one- 
goal lead into the halftime interval was almost 
solely down to Freeman who twice cleared off 
the line, first with a stunning intervention to 
deny Cullen and then with a more routine hack 
off the line from Franks’ header. 

That spared the Stags a first half whitewash 
but only delayed the inevitable. 

2They’d already seen Sascha Studer deny 
Nathan Doyle from 40 yards, while Benson 
headed over three minutes before finding the 
net.

SHAUN Whalley admits 
Luton boss John Still could 
have sold him in the sum¬ 
mer - but now he hopes 
he’s started to repay the 
faith shown in him. 

The winger scored a sen¬ 
sational four-minute sec¬ 
ond half brace as the 
Hatters beat Mansfield 3-0 
to return to winning ways 
after Burton ended their 
11-game unbeaten streak. 

Whalley was given a start 
in that game and was the 
star man as Town did eve¬ 
rything but find the net. 

Back at Kenilworth Road 
that was no problem as the 
27-year-old kept his place 
and produced another mas¬ 
terclass. 

“He’s shown a lot of faith 
in me because he probably 
could have gotten rid of me 
in the summer, in all hon¬ 
esty, but he’s stuck with 
me,” the former Southport 
ace said of Still. 


“He knows I can do it and 
I know I can do it, so I just 
want to prove him right and 
obviously he wants to be 
proved right. Hopefully I’ve 
done that.” 

His last two performances 
are even more remarkable 
as Whalley has played on 
painkillers after a piece of 
bone in his right foot 
chipped off and pushed 
into his joint. 

“It’s not a major problem,” 
he said, adding: “Some days 
it hurts more than it does 
other days.” 

His pain will no doubt be 
eased by his double, which 
sent Town back to second in 
the league after Paul 
Benson had opened the 
scoring in the first half, 
before being stretchered off 
with a serious looking leg 
injury. 

Whalley’s first strike 
looked like a cross, such 
was the wide position he 
took aim, but he insisted 
that it was deliberate. 

“I just tried to smash it 
across goal and if the keep¬ 
er saves it hopefully some¬ 


one gets the rebound,” he 
said, adding: “As soon as it 
left my boot I knew it was 
flying in the top left stan¬ 
chion, so I was made up.” 

He had the same feeling 
for his second, a sumptuous 
curler, which capped off a 
marvellous week for 
Whalley, who has missed 
much of the season through 
injury after being sent on 
loan to Telford last term. 

“The gaffer has shown 
incredible faith in me [this 
season] and I’ll never forget 
that,” he admitted. 

“To put me in when we 
were unbeaten in 11, won 
about eight games, he put 
me straight in. Hopefully I 
can keep repaying his 
faith.” 

He added: “My Luton 
career hasn’t really started 
yet but I’m hungry for it and 
I just want to show every¬ 
one that I can stay here and 
do really well for Luton. 

“This is the club for me. I 
don’t want to be anywhere 
else.
